> Senator put forward his own views on 
1 proposals. He commented that the 
nates, though changed from the 
ginal proposal, would “create an 
jitional $10 million deficit, which could 
rdly be called stimulation.” 
'he public works project, which was of 
erest locally last fall when the city and 


school corporation applied for such 
funding, was not given much backing by 
the Senator. Lugar commented during an 
earlier press session, that areas such as 
Rush County would probably not have a 
better chance when the funding comes 
around for a second try. 
“We must move toward fuel con 
servation through accepted market 
principles,’’ said Lugar concerning the 
energy problem He noted that if this 
policy is not followed, the federal 
government will be allocating fuel. “I 
have no great confidence in that policy,” 
he observed 
The Senator reported that he favors a 
more extensive search into alternatives 
such as coal and solar heat. “Speak out 
for market principles, not more govern­ 
ment regulation,” urged Lugar. “This is 
a period of great interest regarding 
energy problems,” noted the Senator, 
“and I would appreciate letters from the 
public regarding my position" 
Touching o.» his last point, foreign 
policy, Lugar explained that he admires 
the president’s style of open diplomacy 
and fight for human rights. “President 
Carter deserves a long trial run in this 
area My support is with the President 
and Secretary Vance," he adv:sed 


Concluding his presentation, Lugar 
thanked the citizens of Rush County for 
their support 
during his senatorial 
campaign and urged an 
active par­ 
ticipation by local residents in the form 
of letters to his office. "Letters can make 
an impression on my mind, and i want to 
hear the views from ail my con­ 
stituents," he stated "I am trying to be 
the best Senator I can be for you,’ he 
concluded 
Prior to Senator l.ugar’s address. 
Chamber President I*e Schroeder spoke 
to the group on the progress made by the 
local Chamber of Commerce during the 
past year.

MANILA. The Philippine* (UPI* — (aught between 
Christian fear* of a government sellout and Moslem 
threats of all-out war in the southern Philippines 
President Ferdinand Marcos’ credibility has taken a 
sharp plunge in recent weeks. 
The Philippine leader has resorted to a piecemeal 
handling of the Moslem insurrection which, in the last 
four years, has claimed more than 10.000 civilian lives 
ami left hundred* of thousands homeless 
Confusion and dissatisfaction have greeted Marcos' 
attempts to balance the demands of the rebellious Moro 
National Liberation Front with those of the Christian

Only a few years ago it was tough tuck lf

insurance representatives will get together 
and offer you a good out-ofcourt settlement 
This is the ' product liability" crisis which 
has the insurance industry more stirred up 
than medical malpractice did a couple of 
years ago. 
Thomas J Ryan, senior vice president of 
Marsh 4 McLennan, the nations largest 
insurance broker, believes there's no real 
problem — just an adjustment to make 
Up until two or three years ago it was 
generally assumed you could not collect 
damage* from a manufacturer unless you 
could prove that he was somehow at fault, 
Now the public and courts seem to believe 
that "when anything happen* to anybody, 
somebody is going to pay," Ryan said in an 
interview with UFI 
“ In the evolving and constantly changing 
attitude* of the American people — reflected 
in many phases of the national life — one of 
the underlying feelings which seems to be 
emerging is that when something happen* to 
an individual and he cannot cope with it. 
somebody should cope with it — companies, 
the government, society." 
Ryan says the insurance industry is the 
best vehicle for carrying out this service. 
The courts have moved from the concept 
(rf “negligence" to the concept of "strict 
liability" which holds that an injured person 
does not have to prove a product was faulty 
in order to collect 
“ lf people want laws interpreted that way, 
I think they should be 
interpreted that 
way," said Ryan “ When the courts, juries 


and judge* say they want it. one has to 
conclude that this reflects the needs and 
wants (rf the people * 
He (eels that what the people want, they 
will be willing lo pay for Prices will go up 
Some products will be priced out of the 
market because of the insurance required of 
the manufacturers, 
“ We had a client who manufactured boats 
His premium was $2ouou a year to cover his 
liability if the bual exploded in the water 
and it was found to be defective.” said 
Ryan “Now. just the fact that it exploded, 
with no negligence on his part, makes hun 
liable for damages Hts premium went to 
$2uo,aoo in one year. He had lo go out of 
business " 
Some insurance industry leaders feel the 
solution is for laws to be written limiting the 
amount* that can be collected, or the profits 
that lawyers can make from "contingency" 
suits But Ryan thinks it would be better to 
accept the changed expectations of the 
people 
and 
go 
about 
adjusting 
prices 
gradually 
to 
cover 
the 
i n c r e a s e d 
expectations 
“ Instead of saying that as of tomorrow, 
your premium is going up MW, MW or 700 per 
cent, we would like to be able to tell the 
small businessman that the change will be 
made over an extended period," said Ryan 
He says insurance companies also need 
more capital to cover the greater liabilities, 
and that tax incentives could help generate 
it. 
“We had a committee study product 
liability and the conclusion was that it is no 
great crisis, because this insurance is 
available at a price, 
“ I think that the bottom line is that when 
we see prices escalating we wonder why. It 
can be traced back to the fundamental way 
we are beginning to live 
People must 
realize that if anytime someone is injured, 
someone is going to pay, then we are all 
going to pay. ...”
